Crowds See Historic 
Structure Burn.

Fire last evening destroyed the 
Dearborn station, regarded in its day 
as one of the finest rallroad terminals 
in the world. 

Today it ie in ruins following one 
of the most spectacular fires the down- 
town district has known in years. For 
hours throngs stood at Dearborn and 
Polk streets watching the flames. 

Crossed electric wires, an overheat- 
ed steam pipe or a cigarette butt prob- 
ably caused the fire according to Fire 
Attorney Shirley T. High. 


Meets Running Men. 

Incendiarism was regarded late last 
night only as a remote possibility by 
the fire attorney's office, although a 
story told by E. A. Hansen, a railway 
mail clérk, who said he saw two shab- 
bily dressed young men dash down the 
steps. from .the third floor of the sta- 
tion where the fire broke out, caused 
Attorney High to investigate this 


Christmas shoppers jammed the streets 
for three hours while the fire raged 
across the entire top floor and roared 
up the tower, which the watchers mo- 
mentarily expected would fall into the 
street. . 
Christmas Mail Saved. 

Six hundred employés of the eight 


railroads operating out of the station 
as well as Holiday travelers and win- 


ter touriste awaiting trains were 
warned in time to escape from the 
burning terminal. Tons of Christmas 
mail were saved by railroad and postal 
employés. 

While the fire still was raging offi- 
cials of the eight roads announced that 
train service would be continued from 
the sheds back of the station. The 
annex across Plymouth court just east 
of the terminal will be used for the 
accommodation of passengers. Some 
of the Florida and California limited 
crains pulled out of Chicago from one 
to two hours late after passengers had 
been loaded at @ distance of several 
hundred feet out from the sheds. 

Giri Trampled in Rush. 

Patrolman Patrick J. Burke of the 
traffic division, who turned in the first 


box’ Burke gave the alarm to the sta- 
tion workers and passengers. Mrs. 
Hazel Locker, 26, assistant chief audi- 
tor for the Chicago and Western Indi- 
ana railroad, owners of the terminal, 
was carried to safety by Burke after 
she had been knocked down and tram- 
pled in the rush to escape from the 
building. She was the only person in- 
jured during the fire. 

A 26 year old telephone girl, Mamie 
Scully, insisted on remaining at her 
switchboard directly under the floor 
where the fire started until Burke 
forced her to leave. Two other tele 
phone girls, Lillian Michnick, 6649 
South Ashland avenue, and Betty Fen- 
nell were among the last to leave.

New York- 
ers, he said, seemed to believe that this country 
was built up for the benefit of New York and that 
they were justified in taking tol) from western 
farmers by blocking a plan for shipping grain 
direct to the various seaports of the world instead 
of New York. 

That is a true Indictment. Gov. Preus has voiced 
the prevailing sentiment of the middle west on this 
issue. New York will find that out to its cost if 
the ship subsidy bill now before the senate is 
defeated. 

- ‘That city, and to some extent that state, has 
grown rich and powerful because of its natural 
advantages as the greatest seaport on this con- 
tinent. In its growing affluence and egotism it 
has forgotten that very little of the trade which 
makes it rich and powerful originates within it. 
Without the hinterland of the middle west it would 
be comparatively nothing. The intelligence which 
has made it capable of handling this great traffic 
from which it derives its prosperity should reveal 
to its consciousness that it should operate in con- 
junction with the rest of the country, not as & 
toll taker. 

Because it has not appreciated that necessity, ft 
is now meeting middie western to the 
ship subsidy which it urgently desires. It has 
failed to realize that there is business enough to 
assure the prosperity both of New York and the 
great lakes ports if the seaway is constructed. It 
has failed to realize that the millions of dollars to 
be saved to farmers through the seaway will add 
to the internal resources of New York more. 
than they will subtract from the toll gate revenue.
